179 CATTLEYA MEROPE X C. GIGAS var. M. BEYRODT - - - - - - - $22.50 
Flowers of both parents have white sepals and petals and purple lips. The throats are 
ornamented with pale yellow areas. Both bloom in the late spring and early summer. 
Seedlings in community pots. Ready for 212” pots. 


182 CATTLEYA AVERILL (C. Leomos x C. gigas var. M. Beyrodt)_ - . “ - * $20.00 
This is a mating between two clear whites with purple lips marked with yellow eyes. 
Both bloom in June or July. Seedlings in community pots. 


186 CATTLEYA GIGAS X LC. BLACK HAWK - - - - - - - - - $20.00 
The first parent is a fine form of this large-flowered summer species, while the second 
parent is vigorous and floriferous, with very dark flowers, blooming in the autumn. 
Seedlings in community pots. Ready for 2/2” pots. 


193 LAELIOCATTLEYA KENOSHA X C. ENID var. ALBA - - - - - ~ - $27.50 
Clear white petals and sepals with deep purple lips characterize both of these autumn- 
blooming parents. Large seedlings in communities ready for 2'2” pots. 


205 CATTLEYA TRIANAERI var. THE PREMIER F.C.C., .H.S. X LC. TREMPEAULEAU - - $17.50 
This well known variety of trianaei was mated with one of the first to bloom from our 
line of large flowered, brilliantly colored autumnal hybrids derived from LC. Red Oak. 
Seedlings in community pots. Ready for transplantation to 2” pots. 


210 LAELIOCATTLEYA ROBERT PATERSON X C. MONONA - - - - 7 - $12.50 
The parent selected from our stock of the first plant has dark flowers whose lips are 
marked with yellow veins and reddened at the opening of the mouth. May. The Mo- 
nona parent bears well formed flowers of medium shade and has a fine habit of 
growth. March-May. Seedlings in community pots.

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LAELIOCATTLEYA MARTINETTI X C. HESPERIDES . - - - ° ~ 7 
Both parents bloom in May and June. The former has a compound color composed of 
phlox purple over a bronzed background. The latter bears a pert-appearing medium 
dark flower whose ruddy-purple lip is veined and eyed with yellow. Seedlings in com- 
munity pots. P 


CATTLEYA PRINCESS ROYAL X BC. JUNEAU - > - - - - 
Both parents have flowers of medium size and of good shape and texture. Both bloom 
in May or June and have white petals and sepals with purple lips marked with yel- 
low eyes. Seedlings in community pots. 


CATTLEYA SUAVIOR AQUINII X C. PRINCES ROYAL - - - > - - - 
This is a mating between two parents whose flowers are mainly white and purple. The 
former has purple areas, at the petal tips, of depth in color and size similar to the lips. 
The plant of Princess Royal had a purple throat in addition to the purple expanded part 
of the lip marked with yellow eyes and veins. Both parents bloom in late spring or early 
summer. Seedlings in community pots. 


CATTLEYA PRINCESS ROYAL X C. EMPRESS FRERERICK - - - - = < 
This mating involves two summer-blooming parents. Their petals and sepals are phlox 
purple while the deeper purple lips are marked with yellowish veins and eyes. Seed- 
lings in community pots. 


CATTLEYA HARDYANA X C. TOWER - - - - - - ° - - 
The Hardyana is a free-flowering plant, producing medium dark flowers with velvety 
lips strikingly eyed with yellow in summer. The Tower plant produces dark flowers of 
good texture in the autumn. The lip is reddish purple marked with golden yellow veins 
in the throat. Seedlings in community pots. 


LAELIOCATTLEYA WINNEBAGO X LC. RED OAK - - . - . = 2 
This is a mating between two autumn-blooming parents. The Winnebago parent has 
flushed petals and sepals and purple lips brightened with a large yellow area at the 
throat. The plant of Red Oak has well formed medium dark flowers with deeper col- 
ored lips and traces of yellow in the throat. Seedlings in community pots. 


CATTLEYA MARONIAE X C. MONONA - - - - - - - - . 
The former parent bears medium dark flowers characterized by perky lips somewhat 
darker than the petals and sepals. Summer. The Monona parent has a desirable habit 
of growth. Phlox colored flowers in the spring. Seedlings in community pots. 


LAELIOCATTLEYA WAUPACA X LC. BLACK HAWK - . - - . - - 
The Waupaca parent bears medium dark flowers of large size and good texture in the 
early winter. The throat shades towards a rich purple marked with yellow eyes. The 
Black Hawk parent has the same season and similarly marked throat but the petals 
and sepals are much darker and more conspicuously reticulate. Seedlings in commu- 
nity pots. 


LAELIOCATTLEYA TREMPEAULEAU X LC. WAUPACA > - - - - = 
The parents are autumn blooming. Flowers are of exhibition quality, being richly col- 
ored, large, broad-petalled, well proportioned, and of good texture. Seedlings in com- 
munity pots. 


BRASSOCATTLEYA MINERVA (BC. Mrs. J. Leeman x C. Dowiana aurea) - - - 
Fine forms of the well-known parents were used in this cross. Both have yellow petals 
and sepals with dark lips. The Mrs. J. Leeman blooms in the autumn. Seedlings in 2”

Nakoma has bright yellow petals contrasted with a rich deep purple lip; the throat is 
marked with orange. A fine yellow form of the well-known Mrs. J. Leeman was used. 
Both bloom in the autumn. Seedlings in 2” pots. 

177 LAELIOCATTLEYA BLACK HAWK x LC. WAUBESA_ - - - - $3.00 
Both parents produce medium dark flowers of good size and substance. Black Hawk 
blooms in early winter and Waubesa in late winter. Seedlings in 2” pots. 

181 LAELIOCATTLEYA CANTAB x C. DOWIANA AUREA - . - - - - - $3.00 
The Cantab parent bears well-formed, phlox colored flowers of heavy texture and 
pleasing fragrance. Summer. Seedlings in 2” pots. 

183 BRASSOCATTLEYA MRS. J. LEEMAN x LC. SAM HOUSTON - - - - - - $4.50 
Large richly colored flowers of good texture are expected. The blooming time should 
be variable. Seedlings in 2” pots. 

187 LAELIOCATTLEYA SAM HOUSTON x BLC. ISHBEL - - - - - - - $4.50 
The rich purple lips of the summer-flowering Sam Houston are brightened with a clear 
yellow eyes. BLC. Ishbel blooms in the spring. It has good color and texture, and a very 
desirable growth habit. Seedlings in 2” pots. 

191 LAELIOCATTLEYA RED OAK x C. MONONA - - - . - - $3.50 
These parents are two of our best stud plants. The hybrid should bear well-colored 
flowers of fine form. Red Oak blooms in autumn and Monona in spring. Seedlings in 
2” pots. 

192 LAELIOCATTLEYA CALIFORNIA x C. DOWIANA - - - - - - - $3.00 
This mating involves two autumn blooming parents. The improved strain of C. Dow- 
iana was obtained by crossing C. Dowiana aurea with C. Dowiana Rosita. LC. Califor- 
nia has a richly colored lip. Seedlings in 2” pots. 

193 LAELIOCATTLEYA KENOSHA x C. ENID var. ALBA - . - - - - - $4.50 
This is a mating between two parents which bear flowers with clear white petals and 
sepals and purple lips. Both bloom in the autumn. Seedlings in 2” pots. 

62 CATTLEYA MONONA x L. PURPURATA var. MARIE LOUISE - - - - - $7.50 
Both parents are spring bloomers with a desirable drying texture on aging. C. Monona 
has an enviable habit of compact growth within the pot. The second parent, in our ex- 
perience, has been endowing its offspring with flushed petal tips. Intermediate plants 
in 3” pots. 

71 LAELIOCATTLEYA CANTAB x BC. BAYFIELD - . - - - - - - $8.50 
The first parent is dark throughout with a broad ruffled lip. The second parent has a 
large, fringed Brasso lip with medium phlox petals and sepals. Both parents bloom in 
March. Intermediate plants in 3” pots. 

74 LAELIOCATTLEYA NAKOMA x C. DOWIANA AUREA - - - . - - $10.00 


Both parents have yellow petals and sepals with very dark purple lips. fine hybrid 
shows exc ptional vegetative vigor. Intermediates in 3” pots. 
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SOPHROLAELIACATTLEYA ALBALIA x LC. RED OAK - - - - - - - 
The lip of the former is reddish purple marked with eyes and veins of wax yellow. The 
throat shades toward the phlox colored sepals and petals. Both parents are autumnal. 
The latter is a fine example of the colorful Red Oak. Intermediates in 3” pots. 


LAELIOCATTLEYA TENEBRES (L. tenebrosa x C. Dupreana) - - - - - 
Fine forms of tenebrosa and Dupreana were used in remaking this favorite of twenty 
years ago. It is believed that a hybrid similar, but perhaps larger, to our strain of LC. 
Martinetti will result. Intermediates in 3” pots. 


CATTLEYA WINGRA x LAELIOCATTLEYA BLACK HAWK - - - - = = 
The former parent blooms in the late spring and has all of the good qualities of C. 
Dupreana, while the second, a freely flowering type with very dark flowers, is chiefly 
autumnal. Intermediates in 3” pots. 


CATTLEYA RAPHAELEDA x LC. RED OAK - - - - . - - - = 
Both parents have fine, bold flowers in the autumn and early winter. Their progeny are 
exceptionally vigorous and should bloom within 18 months. Intermediate plants in 3” 
pots. 


CATTLEYA MONONA x C. GIGAS- - = - - - - - - “ - . 
Monona has large, phlox-colored flowers in the late spring with a Mossiae lip. The 
gigas parent used has exceptionally. clear yellow eyes at the opening of the throat. 
Gigas blooms in early summer. Intermediate plants in 3” pots. 


CATTLEYA DOWIANA AUREA x LC. LA CROSSE - - - - ° - = 
A very vigorous hybrid from autumn blooming parents with extra large, fine flowers. 
Intermediate plants in 4” pots. 


LAELIOCATTLEYA BLACK HAWK x BC. APOLLO var. DUKE OF YORK - - a z 
The first parent is a free-flowering, vigorous hybrid with very dark flowers. Apollo also 
has dark flowers, marked with yellow eyes in the lip. Black Hawk is autumnal while 
Apollo blooms in the spring. Intermediates in 4” pots. 


CATTLEYA LABIATA var. AUTUMNALIS x LC. RED OAK - - - = = 4 
The form of labiata chosen to serve as a parent in this cross has good color, size, and 
texture but differs from the usual in this species by having the reddish purple area of 
the lip restricted to a central bar running from the throat to the notch at the lip’s forward 
margin. A nicely-eyed form of Red Oak was used as the other parent. Intermediates in 
3%” pots. 


CATTLEYA TITRIANAE x BC. MARIE-MARIE - - - = be : . 

The former has large broad-petalled flowers suffused uniformly with pale phlox. The 
throat is brightened with broad yellow-orange eyes. The latter has petals and sepals 
of amparo purple. The throat is marked with yellow eyes. Both parents bloom in the 
winter. Intermediates in 3” pots. 


CATTLEYA TOWER x LC. RED OAK - - - - - - - a - E 
The Glasnevin variety of C. labiata was used in the Tower parent. The hybrid should 
have flowers of fine form and dark color. Both parents bloom in the late autumn and 
early winter. Intermediate plants in 4” pots. 


BRASSOLAELIOCATTLEYA CLIFTADA x LC. RED OAK - - - - - = 
The Cliftada parent has a smoothly-distributed phlox color in petals and sepals. The lip 
is purple with a centrally located yellow area at the opening of the throat. Winter and 
spring. In ermediates in 3” pots. 
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LAELIOCATTLEYA LA CROSSE x LC. RED OAK - - - - - - > - 
Both parents have large, dark rose-purple flowers of heavy texture. The lip on the last 
parent has a frilled edge and bright yellow eyes. Autumn and early winter. Should 
bloom in 1949. Intermediate plants in 3” pots. 


LAELIOCATTLEYA MARTINETTI (C. Mossiae x L. tenebrosa) - - » - - - 
Petals and sepals of this old favorite are bronzed to varying degrees. The throat is 
deep reddish-purple. Spring bloomer. Mature plants in 6” pots. 


CATTLEYA SCHEHERAZADE (C. Dinah x S$, Dowiana) - - - - - > - 
Large, rich flowers of good texture appearing in late autumn. The dark lip contrasts well 
with the color of the petals and sepals. Mature plants in 412” pots. 


LAELIOCATTLEYA PURCAD II (C. R. Cadwalader x L. purpurata var. Marie Louise) - - 
This hybrid has proved remarkably uniform. Petals and sepals are phlox, with petal tips 
flushed with deeper color. The lip and throat are very deep purple. Blooming season 
winter and spring. Mature plants in 5” pots. 


CATTLEYA ADELA (C. Trianaei x C. Percivaliana) - - - - - - - 
This line of Adela blooms just at the end of the year, generally in time for New Year's. 
The flowers are fairly small, phlox in color, and have rounded, forward jutting lips. 
These are netted with purple and splashed with orange-yellow at the opening of the 
throat. Mature plants in 5%” pots. 


BRASSOCATTLEYA MARGUERITE FOURNIER (B. Digbyana x C. labiata) - - - 
The margin of the lip is deeply fringed. The lip has the same color of phlox as the 
petals and sepals except for a large yellowish-green area at the opening of the throat. 
Mature plants in 4” pots. 


CATTLEYA GENEVA (C. Yellow Chief x C. gigas var. M. Beyrodt) - . . - 
Flowers of large size and pleasing form with white petals and sepals and deep purple 
lips. Summer and early auvtnmn. Mature plants in 42” pots. 


LAELIOCATTLEYA LEONELLA (C. H. S. Leon x LC. Nella) - - - - - a 
Many of the plants of this hybrid become very floriferous as they grow older. Some of 
them, in the past, have produced as many as 15 flowers during the growing season— 
as many as seven large, good textured, well formed flowers per lead. The lip is about 
the same shade of phlox as the petals and sepals but is set off by a large amount of 
orange-yellow at the opening of the throat. October to March. Mature plants in 5” pots. 


BRASSOLAELIOCATTLEYA LAFAYETTE (BLC. Linbelle x C. Tityus) - - - - < 
The flowers of this hybrid are chiefly characterized by the large amount of rich orange- 
yellow present on the lip. The amount of purple there may be reduced. The petals and 
sepals are medium phlox. November to April. Mature plants in 6” pots. 


LAELIOCATTLEYA TREMPEALEAU (LC. Cantara x LC. Red Oak) - - - - = 
Richly colored autumn and winter flowers of good texture and exceptional size. Many 
plants are tandem bloomers, the successive leads blooming from two weeks to two 
months apart. Mature plants in 6” pots. 


CATTLEYA MORNE LE BLANC (C. Edithae x C. Joan Manda) - - - - . 
These whites bloom mainly in the spring. They are vigorous plants producing two or 
three flowering leads for the blooming season. Flower quality is good. Many are worth- 
while contemplating as studs. Mature plants in 5” pots. 
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LAELIOCATTLEYA OCONTO (LC. Cantara x C. Tityus) - - - - - - 
Flowers of medium orchid shade. The throat is variously ornamented with veins and 
areas of orange-yellow. The expanded part of the lip is darker than the petals and 
sepals: the throat is intermediate. The blooming season is from September to January. 
Mature in 5” pots. 


BRASSOLAELIOCATTLEYA LANGLADE (BLC. Gold Wings x BLC. Llewelyn)  - - - 
Their large bold flowers appear throughout autumn, winter and spring, although they 
have a greater tendency to bloom in December and January. The flowers are of me- 
dium depth in color, but some plants are white with purple lips. Mature plants in 6” 
pots. 


BRASSOCATTLEYA JUNEAU (BC. Tashmit x C. Mossiae) - - - - - - 
Exists in two types with flushed or light phlox colored petals and sepals. The lip is mot- 
tled with a deeper purple and has a yellow area at the opening of the throat. Spring 
and early summer. Mature plants in 6” pots. 


LAELIOCATTLEYA ALPHAND (LC. Callistoglossa x C. Fabia) - - - - he 2 
Flowers have nice shape and texture. The depth of color varies from pale to dark phlox 
purple. The lips are frequently long and very dark. Bloom in the last half of the year. 
Mature plants in 612” pots. 


LAELIOCATTLEYA OXFORDENSIS (LC. Callistoglossa x C. Tityus var. Superba) - - 
Petals and sepals are dark to medium dark. The throat of the lip is frequently long, 
dark on its upper surface and yellow below as the considerable amount of yellow 
within shows through. The expanded portion of the lip is dark purple. Mature plants 
in 6%” pots. 


CATTLEYA HEATHERWOOD (C. Tityus var. Pearl x C. Mossiae var. Countess Grey) - 
Plants of this hybrid chiefly bloom in the first half of the year. Flowers are phlox in 
color except for lip which is irregularly marked with purple and accented with yellow. 
Mature plants in 5” pots. 


LAELIOCATTLEYA SAM HOUSTON (LC. Marie Dobrott x LC. Morvyth) - - - = 
Flowers are large and well proportioned. The lip is broad characteristically and is a 
uniform dark color near aster purple and brightened by two large clearcut yellow eyes. 
The petals and sepals are medium to dark phlox. Summer. Mature in 6” pots. 


LAELIOCATTLEYA CHIPPEWA (LC. Mygdon x C. Schroederae) - - - . = 
Blooms in the first quarter of the year. Flowers are medium dark with darker lips and 
throats of intermediate hue. The mouth is variously marked with areas of yellow. Ma- 
ture plants in 5” pots. 


CATTLEYA HARDYANA var. SANDERIANA (C. gigas var. Sanderiana x C. Dowiana) - 
This variety is the brightest of all the phlox colored types we know. The lip, both 
throat and expanded part, is of velvety rich deep purple, and is ornamented with clear 
cut Dowiana type veins on the flange and eyes elongated into bars on either side of the 
mouth. Chiefly summer. Mature plants in 5’2” pots. 


BRASSOCATTLEYA MRS. J. LEEMAN, WOLTER’S VARIETY (B. Digbyana x C. Dowiana) - 
Light yellow petals and sepals. The lip is fringed and is bordered with phlox purple. 
Broad yellow-green areas at the opening of the throat. January to March. Mature 


plants in 5” pots. 
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CATTLEYA AMABILIS (C. labiata var. autumnalis x C. gigas var. Sanderiana) - - 
The unusually brilliant lip of the gigas variety has carried through in the hybrid, giv- 
ing a flower of fine form, medium dark, with considerable yellow in the throat. Ma-

CYMBIDIUM PRESIDENT WILSON x C. ERICA SANDER - - - - - - 
The President Wilson parent is a free flowering white of good substance and size with 
purple areas on the lip and flushed on the back side with pink. The Pitt variety of 
Lowianum was used in producing it. The Erica Sander parent is a fine example of this 
chaste green flower whose cream-colored lip is marked with brown areas at the bor- 
ders. Seedlings in community pots. 








CYPMBIDIUM PRINCESS INGRID x C. (ALEXANDERI, WESTONBiRT var. x GLORIANA) - 
This is a mating between two plants which bear dark pink flushed and veined flowers of 
good form, size, and texture. Seedlings in community pots. 


CYMBIDIUM PRINCESS INGRID x LOUIS SANDER - - - - - - - 
The Princess Ingrid used as a seed parent has dark reddish pink flowers. The pollen 
parent has large white flowers with purple markings on their lips and faint suffusion 
of purple on their back sides. Seedlings in community pots. 


CYMBIDIUM RHODA x PAUWELSII var. COMPTE DE HEMPTINE - - - - - 
The former has large medium dark pink flowers and blooms quite freely. The latter 
parent is a superior variety of this much used primary hybrid. Its flowers have a 
suffusion of brown over a yellowish background veined with brown. Seedlings in 
community pots. 


CYMBIDIUM EGRET x ERICA SANDER - - - - - - - - . 
Both parents bear flowers which have green petals and sepals contrasting with cream 
colored lips. Faun-brown spots are scattered sparsely over the expanded portion of 
their lips. Seedlings in community pots. 


CYMBIDIUM SAVANNAH x C. JOYFUL - - - - - - - . - 
The Savannah parent is a cross between President Wilson and Joy Sanders. It has a 
yellow background flushed and veined with brown. Joyful has a yellowish-brown 
background with a darker midregion in the sepals and is veined with pink. Both have 
lips marked with a Lowianum type area of reddish-brown and both produce a large 
number of flowers per spike. Seedlings in community pots. 


CYMBIDIUM LOWIANUM x C. (ALEXANDER!, WESTONBIRT var. x GLORIANA)~ - - 
The species produces long drooping spikes bearing many yellow-green flowers. Their 
lips are cream, each marked with a distincive bar across the front portion. The other 
parent is a superior yellow-bronze flowered type selected from the variety within this 
hybrid. The lip is marked with large reddish-brown spots. Seedlings in community pots. 


CYMBIDIUM ALEXANDERI, WESTONBIRT x var C. PEREGRINIE - - - . 
The plant of Peregrine used to mate with this famous variety of Alexanderi is a fine 
early-blooming type. Both parents are of great value for cut flower purpose . Seed- 
lings in 2%” pots, ready for transplantation to 32” pots.

CYMBIDIUM FLAME (Cymb, Louis Sander x Cymb. Ceres var. F, J. Hanbury, F.C.C., 
R.H.S.) - - - - - “ - - - - . - - - - 
The Louis Sander parent produces large, heavy, nicely formed, flushed white flowers. 
The Ceres used is a rich dark flowered variety which produces a goodly number of 
blooms per spike. Seedlings in 2” pots. 


CYMBIDIUM RHODA (Cymb. Flamingo x Cymb. Pauwelsii) - - - - - 
Free flowering plants with pink flowers. The petals and sepals are in general well 
veined. The lip is variously marked with reddish-purple areas. Mature plants in 6” 
pots. 


CYMBIDIUM VENUSTULUM (Cymb. Vesta var. Rosy Morn, A.M., R.H.S., x Cymb. Profu- 
sion) - - © - - > > - - . - - - - ~ 
Pink petals with deep pink veins contrast well with the reddish-purple markings on the 
lip of the free-flowering hybrid. Mature plants in 614” pots. 


CYMBIDIUM MIREBELAIS (Cymb. Alexanderi var. Hamilton Smith x C. Warbler) - . 
Most plants have pink flowers, although some have yellow, yellow-green, or yellow 
suffused with pink. The lips have reddish-purple spots and blotches. Mature plants in 
6” pots. 


CYMBIDIUM JOYFUL (Cymb. Ceres x Cymb. Joy Sander) - - - - = Ms 
The flower color ranges from light cream to darker shades of brown. The lips are 
marked with areas of madder-purple. The Fire King variety of Ceres and the Rio Tinto 
variety of Joy Sander were used as parents. Mature plants in 6” pots. 


CYMBIDIUM PAPILLON (Cymb. Butteryfly var. Regina x Cymb. Ceres var. F. J. Hanbury 
The flowers of this hybrid range through yellow-green, yellow, and pink. The lips are 
variously marked with purple and reddish purple. Mature plants in 6” pots. 


CYMBIDIUM GREEN SCAMP (C. Lowio-grandiflorum x C. Mirabelle) - - - - 
The flowers are green or yellow-green and may be veined or flushed with brown. 
The background of the lip is cream and is brightened by a reddish brown Lowianum 
type marking. Mature plants in 5” pots. 


CYMBIDIUM JEREMIE (Cymb. Evelyn x Cymb. Charm var. Bruges) - - - - 
Flowers are flushed and veined with pink. The lips are marked with areas of reddish- 
purple. Mature plants in 5” pots. 


CYMBIDIUM ALDIS LAMP (Cymb. Alexanderi x C. Carisbrook) - - - = . 
The Alexanderi influence is very pronounced in this hybrid. The flowers are large, 
have good texture.

The background color is yellow-green suffused variously with brown. The upper third 
of the sepal is white; the lower part is spotted with small areas of brownish-purple.

Flowers are of medium size and are yellow green. There is a tendency to spotting on 
the dorsal of some plants. 


OTHELLO - - + - - - 
Flowers have yellowish-green background suffused somewhat with ruddy brown, The 
standard contains a good deal of white, partially overlaid with purple spots.

the tips of the petals are darker than their bases. Mature plants in 3” pots.

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PHALAENOPSIS BOULDERI (Phal Venustus x Phal. amabalis var. Elizabethae) - - 
Both parents used in this cross have large white flowers with good substance. The plants 
are ready for transplantation and should bloom within a year. Seedlings in commu- 
nity pots. 


PHALAENOPSIS VENUSTUS (P. Gilles Gratiot x P. amabalis var. Elizabethae) - - 
Flowers are white and have nicely disposed parts. Size is large and texture medium 
to very good. Mature plants in 5” pots. 


PHALAENOPSIS PLAISANCE (P. Reve Rose x P. amabalis var. Elizabethae) - - - 
This is a hybrid between a pink of large size and pleasing shape and a white which 
has good texture and size to contribute . It is intermediate in most respects. Mature 
plants in 5” pans. 


PHALAENOPSIS AMABALIS var. ELIZABETHAE (species) - - - - - - 
This strain of P. amabalis was obtained from a mating between two outstanding plants 
of Elizabethae. Since the parents of Elizabethae (P. amabalis and P. Rimestediana) are 
actually identical, this hybrid must be reduced to a variety of the older species, P. am- 
abalis. Mature plants in 5” pots. 


PHALAENOPSIS LEDA var. PAUL WOLTER (P. amabalis x P. Stuartiana)  - 7 - 
A free-flowering white of vigorous growth. This strain of Leda was made by crossing 
P. Leda with A. Benick, but since the parents of the latter (Amabalis and Stuartiana) 
are identical with those of Leda, the name must be changed to Leda, which was the 
first hybrid made between these species. Mature plants in 8” pots or 10” baskets.

ANGRAECUM SESQUIPEDALE, Wolter’s variety - - - - - - 7 ~ 
This is a freely-flowering variety of the rare “Star of Bethlehem” Orchid which produces 
large, waxy, star-like flowers with remarkably long spurs at Christmas time. Mature 
plants.

A bulbous orchid with white flowers of heavy texture and Phalaenopsoid appearance. 
Intermediates in 22” pots.

This non-bulbous Oncidium has mottled leaves and stocky spikes of flowers with a de- 
lightful fragrance and a violet-colored lip. Intermediates in 3%” pots. 
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
